AMONG THE TRADESMEN. 



Some novelties in glass-ware are shown, 
and their design, singularly enough, has fol- 
lowed in the path laid out by the changes in 
furniture. The Adams style is very gracefully 
given in salad dishes, pitchers, small urns, etc. 
This particular form of ornamentation is made 
up of festoons, and may be indulged in either 
with white or colored glass. Citron is the 
newly fashionable shade for glass-ware. An- 
other new thing is a large glass flower-pot, 
circular in form and having a place in the centre 
for plants, with a basin about it for water, etc. 
Glass crescent-shaped bottles, with a glass 
tablet bearing the name of some liquor sus- 
pended from its upper horn, are made as deli- 
cate substitutes for the decanter. Diminutive 
glass champagne bottles with perforated tops 
are intended for salt and pepper, while minia- 
ture barrels with appropriate labels occupy the 
castor, and have to each barrel a small cup into 
which the vinegar or oil may be drawn for use. 
A trifle for the mantel is an opaque glass block 
with a small hole and magnifying glass upon 
one of its four sides, through which is seen a 
mass of colored glass chips within, so arranged 
as to simulate verdure and green fields and 
shade trees, with an almost faithful reflection 
of nature. A petite counterpart of the steamer 
Pilgrim is somewhat beyond the ordinary glass 
work of this description, and a very pretty 
ornament. 

In bric-a-brac there is not the usual 
variety of novelties, and it appears very much 
as if those who make this a specialty were rest- 
ing upon their old stock for the season. A 
crystalized twig is one of the few things 
noticed, and is quite pretty. The twig has 
been wound about with cotton and suspended 
in a jar filled with very strong alum water, 
until the crystals had attached themselves 
firmly to the wool. Screens'are plentiful, how- 
ever, and many of them are decidedly original ; 
the Roman art decoration makes a very effec- 
tive picture, painting a rich floral subject upon 
a ground of velvet ; then, too, there are em- 
broidered designs on velvet, and one that was 
seen had a good sized colored glass bulls-eye in 
the centre of a square velvet panel, while 
another had a similar bulls-eye in the 
corner of a like panel. Open-work wooden 
screens and others with rich cretonne pictures 
protected by heavy plate glass, are quite 
ordinary, and three-fold screens with the centre 
panel rising some appreciable distance above 
others are not uncommon. 

A portable electric light is a novelty that 
should be one of the most useful improvements 
of the times if what is claimed for it is true, 
and we have no reason to think to the contrary. 
The apparatus is small and compact, occupy- 
ing a space only five inches square, and its 
comparatively light weight, five pounds, en- 
ables its reaply carriage from one room to an- 
other. It can be attached or connected with a 
galvanic coil and used through this medium for 
providing light, or conveying a current for 
medical purposes. As a burglar alarm its 
merits appear to be diverse for another attach- 
ment will make any approach to windows, 
doors or safe, the instantaneous signal for a 
loud clamor of bells and striking of lights that 
would certainly disconcert any ordinary burglar. 

Marquetry and painted decorations are 
said to be coming again into pretty general ac- 
ceptance as forms of furniture decoration, as is 
also the boldness of the Queen Anne style ; in 
a like degree the spindles and similar forms are 
dying out of popularity and the Anglo-Japanese 
is fast disappearing. The Adams style is grow 
ing in favor more decidedly every day, and it 
offers an opportunity for the most effective 
combinations of various toned and tinted 
woods. For parlor suites inlaid rosewood is 
establishing itself beyond question together 
with the showy French style of upholstery.

AMONG THE TRADESMEN. 



Tapestry wall hangings have had to give 
place in a measure to the uew craze for em- 
broidered materials such as silks and satins, of 
which a large Broadway house makes a most 
elaborate display and shows, not only what 
regular artists, but what amateurs can accom- 
plish in this direction. Blue, red or yellow 
jute velours are amidst the richest hangings 
and they are all treated to an ornamentation of 
gold or silver tinsel, in all over pattern, while 
the latest novelty is to have a row of tassels 
across the hanging some half yard from the top 
on the same principle as the reefing points of a 
sail with the difference in position. The rage 
appears to direct itself to some extent toward 
variety in furniture covering and it is safe to 
say that in the strictly fashionable house no 
two chairs will be covered alike. To the con- 
trary of this rooms that are to be hung with 
tapestry, or other material, are expected to show 
one color in that part of the furnishing and the 
shades selected are generally of the extremely 
delicate sort, cream, lavender, pink, pale blue, 
etc.. A bride's chamber described in another 
column will illustrate this point. 

The display of fancy furniture has never 
been greater and more satisfactory than it is at 
this time, despile the season. A short stroll 
among the larger stores shows some remark- 
ably rich cocobola pieces, large, heavy articles 
adapted to the imposing appearance of the 
wood. Venetian style of furniture, with its 
magnificent animal forms and relief figures, 
is quite popular and very generally shown. 
Brass marqueterie work, or slender brass lines, 
are inlaid upon mahogany tables, while the 
delicate brass ornamented desks and similar 
furniture of the old French styles, are again 
brought prominently forward. The report 
seems to be in every direction that rosewood 
will gain in favor for parlor suites, and a table 
in this wood is shown by one manufacturer, 
supported by three recumbent lions. The chair 
to accompany this table has lions heads at 
the arms, with the mane drooping over the 
breast, and the conception and workmanship 
is most creditable. A small centre table is 
upheld by three storks, and a corner cabinet 
has its lower shelf resting upon the outstretch- 
ed wings of abat. 

There is to be seen in a prominent store 
upon upper Broadway a great variety of 
plushes, velours and other decorative materials. 
Some of the velours are wrought in ribbon 
work, and to sustain these, poles, slender and 
delicate, of gilded wood and occasionally ivory, 
are made. They also have a considerable dis- 
play of "Estamine," a new filmy and gauzy 
material for hot weather curtains. A red 
velours with a design traced upon it in gold 
and silver thread, and another with three bands 
of Egyptian figures and characters extending 
across it, are shown as novelties. Some real 
pretty and, of course, inexpensive hangings in 
"fashion drapery," or double faced Canton 
flannel, are made and said to be used for some 
purposes to a considerable extent. A velours 
hanging designed evidently for a dining room 
has some elegant bunches of flowers and fruit 
upon it. The same house that shows these 
materials makes somewhat of a specialty, also, 
of fire screens, and has a number that for 
originality are certainly noticeable. One is 
composed of the ibis feather, a bright red, 
arranged in the form of a shield. 

Some chairs are backed with an angle, 
that is, the backpiece is centred over one corner 
of the seat, and thus gives a diamond shaped 
looking place to sit down upon. The cushion 
on one of these is peacock blue plush trimmed 
with puffing of old gold silk. A painted 
rattan chair, a fair imitation of cocobola, has a 
cretonne cushion of a light cream color and 
decorated with pale blue figures. The buttons 
are of scarlet velvet. Very small bric-a-brac 
tables, some only ten inches square, others in 
shapes of crescents, diamond or oblong, are 
shown. Triangular tables are almost out of 
date, as are also the semi-circular. Ebony 
chairs are for halls, and the style is to decorate 
the seat in an original manner, gilded, for in- 
stance, in one case, and painted white in 
another. 

The Furnisher, published by E. E. Bast, 
of Chicago, is one of our brightest exchanges— 
for a small one. It has a goodly number of 
practical designs for furniture and decorations, 
many of them from Mr. Bast's own pencil, 
and all of them worthy the best attention. We 
trust The Furnisher will grow to large pro- 
portions, and if it keeps up its present standard 
we have no doubt it will do so.

Rrightly colored Madras muslin may be 
stretched across the window, giving a very 
rich effect to the interior of the room. An 
uptown house shows very neat designs in this 
material, and has the material attached to the 
sash so as to show the appearance. Balls or 
beads covered with some sort of fancy cord are 
attached to the bottom of the window shade, 
by which to drow it down. Metal handles have 
been in use for some time. In the way of 
window shades, colors of a quiet tone are being 
used — amber, pearl, gray. etc. Table screens 
for protecting the eyes from the light of a 
lamp or drop light, while writing or working, 
have been introduced from Europe, and are 
made in many neat and appropriate designs. 
An oval mirror to hang in a lady's dressing- 
room has the frame covered with fine em- 
broidery on cream-colored satin sheeting. The 
appearance is very rich and quite deceptive as 
to the material used in the work. A flock 
paper has a dado in two shades of brown. The 
beading above the dado is in dull gold and 
black ; the cornice is narrow and decorated 
with arabesques, and has beaded edges of 
black and dull gold. A new wall paper has a 
field of palest electric blue bearing a varied 
colored convolvuli. The dado is leather color- 
ed, with black and gold figures. The frieze 
scrolled in black and gold.
